The  preparation  of  the  soil  and  the  seeding  of'-vviintar  grains  has 
continued  to  make  rapid  progress  throughout  the  northern  hemisphere. 
The  abuidaiit  moisture  has  greatly  facilitated  fall  plowing  and  the  seed- 
ing of  winter  vsheat  and  rye  in  Canada*      Conditions  have  gei^erally  "been 

favora'bie  for  seeding  in  the  United  States  and  early
